Fighting is Decreasing 


Fighting on the Piave line appar- 


ently to decreasing as the Austrian 
offensive enters on its second week 
In the mountains there has been 
little activity -for several days, but 
the Austriaus are reported to be 
concentrating large bodies of men 
there, presumably for another at- 
tempt to push southward to'the Ve- 
tteiULtt plain. 


Italian resistance and counter-at- 


tacks from Mbntello to the mouth 
of the Piave, aided by the sudden 
rising, of the 
river, 
have played 


havoc with Austrian hopes of cap- 
turing Monteflo and dominating the 
plain.

Washington, June -'2—Under the 


authority of tho food control act, 
the bureau of markets of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
is to require from all threshermen in 
the country -periodical reports on the 
.number of bushels of wheat threshed 
ijy them and the avreage from which 
the grain was produced. A list of 
threshennen is being compiled from 
all availabel sources by the bureau 
of crop estimates which is cooper- 
ating in the undertaking, and the 
liuroau of markets is having printed 
a supply of blank forms for tliresh- 
ng reports, together with a pocket 
memorandum book for daily records. 
Reports will begin with the opening 
n June of winter-wheat harvesting 
season. The county agents will aid 
n distributing 
the schedules 
and 


uemorandum books and will also as- 
sist in assembling the results. 


The'results are to be made avail- 


able for the use of the United States 
bod 
administration, 
the 
federal 


trade commission and other branch- 
es of the government. They are ex- 
pected 'to provide a complete am] ac- 
curate check on the advance wheat 
igures of the bureau of crop esti- 
nates in the same way that the cot- 
.on-ginning reports,.compiled by the
